Southerner"  "an  unusual  .  .  .  problem  novel, 
with  wit  and  humor  and  warmth."  The  1958 
publication  of  Dr.  Johnson,  "The  Crucial  Task 
of  Theology,"  is  an  erudite  and  significant  work 
worthy  of  one  who  was  a  favorite  philosophy 
student  of  our  honored  professor,  the  late  Dr. 
F.  Dudley  Jones. 

TX7E  would  like  to  keep  these  and  other 
interesting  writings  by  alumni  in  a  special 
collection.  It  would  be  of  great  value  if  each 
alumnus  who  writes  a  book  would  include  in 
his  philanthropic  program  the  gift  of  an  auto- 
graphed copy  for  this  special  collection.  We 
will  buy  from  budgeted  library  funds  another 
copy  for  general  circulation.  This  year  an 
exhibition  of  books  by  alumni  attracted  much 
attention  in  our  library.

THREE  alumni  ministers  will  receive  honor- 
ary degrees  as  85  graduating  seniors  collect 
diplomas  at  Presbyterian  College's  77th   com- 
mencement exercises  on  June  1-2. 

Cited  at  this  time  for  distinguished  service 
in  the  ministry  will  be  the  Reverend  Ernest 
Arnold  '36,  Allen  Jacobs  '42  and  Lynn  Temple 
Jones  '36.  They'll  don  the  hood  of  doctor  of 
divinity. 

Jones  also  is  scheduled  to  preach  the 
baccalaureate  sermon  in  the  opening  exercises 
on  June  1. 

General  Robert  Eichelberger,  an  outstand- 
ing leader  of  World  War  II  now  retired,  will 
deliver  the  commencement  address  the  next 
morning.  And  for  the  first  time  since  rain 
drove  the  program  indoors  in  1950,  the  final 
graduating  exercises  will  not  be  held  in  the 
outdoor  chapel.  It  has  been  torn  down  to  make 
room  for  the  new  student  center  now  under 
construction. 

Both  the  baccalaureate  and  graduating 
exercises  this  year  are  set  for  the  sanctuary  of 
the  Clinton  First  Presbyterian  Church.

orary  degree  for  his  work  with  the  Protestant 
Radio  and  Television  Center  in  Atlanta.  He 
was  named  president  of  this  operation  last  fall 
after  serving  with  the  Center  since  1953 — first 
as  a  trustee  and  later  as  vice-president  and 
treasurer.  Prior  to  that  he  was  southeastern 
director  for  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
(1951-53),  assistant  to  the  president  of  David- 
son College  (1948-51)  and  director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  (1939-47).  A 
native  of  Sylacauga,  Ala.,  he  received  his  BD 
degree  from  Yale  University  Divinity  School. 
Arnold  is  married  to  the  former  Frances  Put- 
nam of  Laurens,  S.  C,  and  they  have  two 
children. 

Allen  Jacobs  rceives  his  citation  for  his 
accomplishments  as  president  of  the  Presby- 
terian Home  for  Children  in  Talladega,  Ala.  He 
has  served  in  this  capacity  since  1950,  contri- 
buting greatly  to  its  program  during  this 
period.

pletion the  latter  part  of  June.  Exterior  con- 
struction is  being  finishd,  and  interior  plastei- 
ing  is  almost  completed.

building  ready  for  commencement,  but  ex- 
tremely severe  winter  weather  delayed  his 
schedule  by  almost  one  month.  The  student 
center  will  be  completely  furnished  and 
equipped  and  ready  in  ample  time  for  the 
start  of  PC's  78th  session  on  September  8. 


A  NEW  SYSTEM  OF  (RUSHING)  for  PC 
fraternities  has  been  given  faculty  approval. 
The  revised  plan,  effective  for  the  next  session 
starting  in  September,  will  move  up  Rush 
Week  from  February  to  the  first  week  after 
Thanksgiving  on  the  campus  calendar.  It  also 
carries  a  provision  limiting  membership  in  any 
one  fraternity  to  ten  percent  of  the  fall  male 
enrollment. 

Professor  Kenneth  N.  Baker,  chairman  of  the 
faculty  fraternities  committee,  explained  that 
eligibility  for  pledging  now  will  depend  upon 
mid-semester  grades.  A  "C"  average  for  the 
semester  is  required  for  membership.  Revision 
was  first  approved  by  the  Inter-Fraternity 
Council  composed  of  these  six  national  social 
fraternities:  Alpha  Sigma  Phi,  Kappa  Alpha, 
Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  Pi  Kappa  Phi,  Sigma  Nu  and 
Theta  Chi.

Blake 
Invades 
Peruvian 
Jungle

X117HEN     fellow     classmates     at     Presbyterian 
College  tagged  Emmet  R.  Blake  with  the 
nickname  of  "Snakey",  they   forecast  an   out- 
standing career  for  him  as  a  naturalist. 

Even  now,  he  is  headed  on  his  eighth 
major  jungle  expedition  as  curator  of  birds 
for  the  Chicago  Natural  History  Museum.  It 
will  take  him  to  the  wilds  of  Peru  for  explor- 
ation of  areas  virtually  unpenetrated  by  zoolo- 
gists. 

Blake— a  graduate  of  the  bright  class  of 
1928  at  PC— will  fly  to  Lima,  Peru,  in  late  May 
to  complete  his  plans  for  directing  the  Conover 
Peru  Expedition.  He  explained  in  these  words: 

"After  clearing  customs — a  chore  that  can 
consume  weeks  and  make  strong  men  weep— 
I'll  continue  on  to  Cuzco  (11,220  feet  in  alti- 
tude) where  the  show  actually  goes  on  the 
road.  My  objective  is  the  heavily  forested  and 
sparsely  populated  Amazonian  state  of  Madre 
de  Dios  in  extreme  southeastern  Peru  adjacent 
to  Bolivia.  The  natural  history,  especially  the 
birds,  of  this  region  is  virtually  unknown; 
hence  my  immediate  job  is  to  make  compre- 
hensive collections  in  each  of  several  key 
localities  as  a  basis  for  research  that  will  lead 
to  a  published  report  on  the  birds  of  Madre  de 
Dios." 

Cuzco  is  merely  the  jumping  off  place. 
From  there,  Blake  will  go  by  truck  to  a  remote 
plantation  on  a  tributary  of  the  Alto  Rio  Madre 
de  Dios.  It's  the  end  of  the  trail,  and  here  must

begin  the  descent  of  the  river  in  canoes — 
shooting  rapids  on  the  headwaters — to  Puerto 
Maldenado  near  the  Bolivian  frontier. 

Of  this  phase,  the  trail-blazing  PC  alumnus 
continued: 

"Each  of  several  jungle  collecting  camps 
will  be  occupied  for  as  long  as  a  month  or  six 
weeks.  So  the  river  trip  may  require  three  or 
four  months.  A  great  life — no  mail,  no  phone, 
no   cranky   plumbing,    no   lawns   to    mow    and

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nothing  to  do  except  work  18  hours  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week. 

"Besides  the  canoemen,  I'll  have  Indian 
hunters  and  possibly  a  zoology  student  assis- 
tant borrowed  from  the  University  of  Cuzco. 
That  unsuspecting  youth  is  likely  to  be  consid- 
erably smarter  when  he  gets  home  than  when 
he  left.  Or  maybe  I'll  be." 

Such  expeditions  are  getting  to  be  a  habit 
with  the  Greenwood,  S.  C,  native.  He  first 
entered  the  jungles  in  1930,  just  21  and  only 
two  years  out  of  Presbyterian  College,  as  a 
technical  assistant  on  an  expedition  of  the 
National  Geographic  Society  through  the 
jungles  of  Brazil  and  Venezuela.  Since  that 
time,  he  has  led  scientific  study  groups  up  the 
Orinoco  river  (1930-31),  to  Guatemala  (1933- 
34),  British  Honduras  (1935),  British  Guiana 
twice  (1936-37  and  1938-39),  Brazil  (1937-38), 
the  Rocky  Mountain  region  of  the  southwest 
and  more  recently  to  Mexico. 

Most  of  these  trips  have  been  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Chicago  Natural  History  Mu- 
seum (formerly  known  as  the  Field  Museum) . 
Blake  has  been  associated  with  this  institution 
since  1935,  except  for  time  out  to  serve  as  a 
special  agent  in  the  counter-intelligence  corps 
during  World  War  II.  His  40  months  of  overseas 
duty  included  D-day  landings  at  Salerno,  An- 
zio  and  Southern  France. 

Science  has  profited  from  his  expeditions. 
Because  of  discoveries  by  the  South  Carolina 
arnithologist,  the  world  is  acquainted  with 
several  new  birds — a  new  woodpecker,  a  tou- 
can, a  parrot  and  a  honey  creeper.  "Snakey" 
Blake  also  has  discovered  a  new  coral  snake, 
a  leaf-climbing  frog  and  a  lizard  (named  for 
him,  anadia  blakei) . 

His  special  interest  in  the  Madre  de  Dios 
region  of  his  current  trip  was  first  aroused 
several  years  ago  when  he  found  in  a  small 
collection  received  from  a  native  collector  r 
single  specimen  of  a  species  new  to  science 
(also  named  for  Blake) .  The  collection  con- 
tained several  others  that  apparently  repre- 
sented undescribed  races  or  sub-species.  Which 
caused   Blake   to   draw   this   conclusion: 

"Obviously,"  he  said,  "the  region  called  for 
exploration.  No  less  obvious    (to  me)    was  the

fact  that  the  job  should  and  could  be  wrapped 
up  by  a  PC  alumnus." 

Out  of  his  explorations  have  come  num- 
erous articles  and  leaflets  as  well  as  staff  and 
editorial  contributions  to  standard  books  on 
birds.  His  best-known  book.  Birds  of  Mexico, 
is  recognized  as  the  authoritative  work  on  that 
subject,  and  he  has  another  ambitious  bird 
book  partly  finished. 

Articles  prepared  by  Blake  for  Encyclo- 
pedia Brittannica  have  led  recently  to  still  an- 
other service  to  this  field.  As  consultant  and 
idea  man  for  Britannica  Films,  Inc.,  for  guid- 
ance   of    the   script    writers,    he    has    recently

approved  a  number  of  nattire  films  for  school 
use.  ; 

Emmet  R.  Blake's  job  presents  a  combin- 
ation of  painstaking  study  and  laboratory  work 
at  the  museum,  and  rugged,  challenging  adven- 
ture in  the  field. 

His  treks  into  the  wilds  of  tropical  swamps 
or  mountain  fastness  have  been  charged  with 
elements  of  danger  lurking  in  venomous  rep- 
tiles, bloodthirsty  piranha  fish,  deadly  insects 
and  suspicious  natives.  Once  he  almost  died  in 
the  jungle  after  being  bitten  by  a  poisonous 
insect.  And  on  another  occasion,  one  of  his 
men  lost  his  life,  20  frantic  minutes  after  the 
bite  of  a  small  "knife  of  fire"  snake.  Each  time, 
however,  he  has  made  his  way  back  to  civili- 
zation with  most  of  his  records  and  specimens. 

Whatever  dangers  and  adventure  may  be 
in  store  for  "Snakey"  Blake  in  the  Peruvian 
jungles  between  now  and  his  return  next 
November,  he  casually  assessed  the  prospects 
in  this  manner: 

"All  in  all,  this  trip  is  essentially  routine 
and  not  unlike  several  others  I've  taken  since 
fleeing  the  environs  of  Laurens  Hall.  At  least, 
the  natives  aren't  likely  to  encourage  so  high 
a  degree  of  agility  as  did  Lee  Griffith  and  his 
cohorts  during  Rat  Week  in  '24."

State    Track    Meet    Leaves    PC 


Sprin»   Runnino;   Closed   31-Year 
Tradition   for  Johnson,   McMillian 


TX7HEN    the   final    tape   snapped    on   the    31st 
state    intercollegiate    track    meet    here    on 
May  3,  it  concluded  one  of  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege's oldest  athletic  traditions. 

All  31  runnings  of  the  South  Carolina 
Little  Olympics,  dating  back  to  1925,  have  been 
held  on  the  PC  track.  Next  year,  however,  the 
site  will  shift  to  the  University  of  South 
Carolina. 

The  cinder  coaches  voted  on  this  change 
a  few  hours  before  Carolina  trackmen  captured 
their  12th  state  championship.  Clemson  finished 
second;  Citadel,  third;  Furman,  fourth;  and 
Presbyterian  came  in  last  for  one  of  the  few 
times  on  record. 

All  in  all,  it  was  a  disappointing  spring 
season  for  PC  sports.  Only  the  perennial  tennis 
winners  came  through  in  great  style  as  they 
whipped  both  Harvard  and  Princeton  while 
posting  a  10-5  record  against  some  topflight 
competition.    They    also    routinely    clicked    off 


Presbyterian's  18th  straight  state  champion- 
ship. 

In  announcing  the  track  move  Athletic 
Director  Walter  A.  Johnson — meet  chaii'man 
through  the  years — pointed  out  that  since  top 
facilities  have  been  developed  at  the  University 
and  since  other  colleges  also  plan  improved 
tracks  soon,  it  was  decided  that  shifting  the 
locality  from  year  to  year  would  stimulate 
greater  interest  in  the  sport  throughout  South 
Carolina. 

Johnson  was  a  prime-mover  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  state  meet,  which  had  its 
beginning  on  May  2,  1935.  PC,  at  that  time, 
boasted  one  of  the  finest  tracks  in  the  South. 
It  has  continued  here  since  then,  interrupted 
only  for  two  years  by  World  War  II,  and  has 
ruled  as  the  colorful  highlight  of  South  Caro- 
lina's spring  sports  program. 

Adding  to  the  element  of  tradition  at  Pres- 
byterian is  the  fact  that  while  coaches  have 
come  and  gone  at  all  of  the  other  institutions, 
Johnson  has  remained  here  as  athletic  director 
and  Lonnie  S.  McMillian,  too,  as  track  coach 
since  that  opening  meet.
